D. Weir, trainer of Old Rosebud, stated yes- 
terday tha* he would probably start the Kentucky 
Derby favorite for the first time at Lexington next 
Saturday in a mile purse race for three year-olds, 
which is to l*e run that afternoon as the fourth 
race. Did Rosebud’s weight in this race will he 
112 pounds, which will he two pounds less than he 
will have to carry in the Derby. 

Al Woodman lias arrived at the Downs with four 
horses, which embrace Hlfall, Rio Brazos and two 
i wo-)- ear-old colts, one by Heno and the other by 
Mizzen.

Kentucky Raring Season of 1914 Scheduled to Open 
at Blue Grass Track Next Friday. 

Lexington, Ky.. April 20.— Conditions for tlie 
inauguration ot Die racing season iu Kentucky here 
m*xt Friday at the old Kentucky Association course 
were never so promising. The big eastern stables 
have never before been so well represented. The 
favorable weather which lias prevailed for the past 
week has given owners and trainers an excellent 
opportunity to give ibeir horses plenty of work 
and practically all the good thoroughbreds are fit. 
and ready. 

\ isltors will hardly reeoguize the local track be- 
cause of the numerous improvements which have 
i •ceii made since the meeting last fall. The manage 
im nt has also takeu care of Die horsemen this year 
Itetier than ever before, not only in regard to in- 
creased purses and stake values, but has provided 
several new barns, which are as sanitary aud health- 
ful 1 or horses as possible. 

The number of two-year-olds quartered at the 
local track and in stables surrounding the course on 
the <iui side breaks all records and it is expected 
that during the local meeting the races for the 
“babies” will fill to the limit. Two two-year-old 
races are to be carded daily, in addition to two juve- 
nile stakes, the Idle Hour and the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity. The latter is a $7,500 affair, and the only 
two races richer than it in Kentucky this spring 
will be the Kentucky Derby and the Kentucky Han- 
dicap. The Breeders’ Futurity will be run on the 
last day of the meeting. This stake closed with 
iso nominations, of which 130 made tlie second pay- 
ment and fifty-eight the third payment. 

Six stakes will be run during tin* twelve days of 
racing and these are 1 the magnets which drew most 
of Die big stables her**. Of the stakes for stayers 
the Blue Grass is holding out the chief interest as 
it will give the public a line on the ability of can- 
didates for tin* Kentucky Derby, several "of which 
will make their 1914 debut iu it. old Rosebud 
the present favorite for the big race at Ciuircbili 
Downs will be shipped here tomorrow, supposedly 
to start in the Blue Grass Stakes. It is the genera! 
opinion Imre, however, that the son of Uncle will 
first be started in a race at one mile, which will 
make him good and tit for bis Blue Grass Stakes 
engagement. 

Rain played havoc with the plans of some of Die 
trainers at the Kentucky Association course Yester- 
day morning. Tbe downpour, t lie heaviest in a 
long linn*, began about seven o’clock and kept up 
until nearly noon. Few horses had been worked out 
before the rain came, the best move while the track 
was yet fast being a mile and an eighth in 1:57 
by Cream. John Gund and Constant, Kentucky 
Derby candidates from the stable of Jack Baker, 
were indulged in a mile in 1:47 about the same 
time. During the downpour Superintendent Ross 
had the “dogs” put up, so that the horses that 
worked in the mml all had the long way around 
the track.

CORCYRA TRAINING IN PROMISING FORM. 

Whatever may be said concerning some of the as 
pirants t<> classic fame, there appears to be but 
one ypitiioii among the Newmarket critics with re- 
gard to Corey ra. and it is gratifying to hear such 
flattering reports in connection with Lord Londou- 
derry’s colt. Unfortunately he was nor nominated 
lor the Derby, but that fact of itself has its ad- 
vantages when the Two Thousand Guineas is under 
consideration, as Captain Dewburst will be able to 
prepare him exclusively for the Rowley Mile trip, 
while other trainers will have to keep something in 
hand in view of the later and more important event. 
Corey r a is much home-bred, inasmuch as, apart 
from being the produce of Peurmaiu. he is hr I’oly- 
melus, which was originally the property of and 
bred hy Lord Londonderry, i I is racing record placed 
him high up in the juvenile class, and it is cer- 
lainly nothing against him that his debut was de- 
ferred until the Newmarket Second July meeting, 
when lie made a modest start in life by finishing 
third only to Varavil and Hesperia, of which the 
former was conceding him nine pounds, in the 
Khedive Plate. Small beginnings, however, often 
lead to big ends, and his subsequent jierformauces 
will bear a lot of inspection. Thus at li is next at- 
tempt he maik* short work of Qui Vive and the 
rest in the Red car Produce Stakes, and shortly 
afterwards landed very easily the odds laid on him 
for the Wynyard Plate at Stockton. Later at Don- 
caster he was backed against the field and. although 
giving a lot of weight away, neither Saint Cyr, 
Marten, nor anything else, could extend him. and if 
these several achievements had no classic ring about 
them, he fairly established his claim to high iron 
sideiation when, with three pounds pull in avoirdu- 
pois. he slammed Stornoway at the finish for the 
Middle Park Plate. On that occasion Keuuymore 
was making his first appearance in public and. in 
receipt of seven pounds, was a respectable third, 
and. benefited hy the experience plus three pounds. 
Sir John Tliurshy’s John o’ Gaunt colt took ample 
revenge a fortnight later when, in the Dewhurst 
Plate, he turned a three-lengths defeat into a two- 
lengths victory, and both retired forthwith into 
winter quarters. It will be interesting to watch 
how they get on at even weights in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas. Weak joints caused Alee Taylor 
some anxiety with liis horse last year, which will 
account for his belated debut, but as far as I know 
Corey ra is free from any such suspicions and has 
wintered extremelv well, having developed musmlar 
power and generally improved to quite a remarkable 
extent, while his recent gallops, especially that ii 
wliieh ids strong action carried him so vastly su 
perior to Mnndford. Fellah and Swan Song. * lum 
been completely satisfactory in every respect, liis 
prospects at the First Spring meeting are particu- 
larly rosy and. with the assistance of Frank 
O’Neill, lie may easily hold his own against all 
corners, especially if The Tetrareli be not keyed up 
to concert pitch.

The tracks in the Canadian North West will hang 
up $156,545 in stakes and purses for the coming 
season. Of this amount $107,750 is for harness 
vents, and $48,795 for running races. The circuit 
commences at Edmonton May 22, and closes at Red 
Deer August 21. 

Charles Reed, who died at liis home in Sumner 
County. Teun.. last Friday night, was ninety years 
old. ilis death was due to the iufirmities of age. 
It is estimated that he had little left of the vast 
fortune that ho once possessed. 

Beach Comber, for which E. It. Bradley paid 
$14,000 as a yearling, lias developed into a fino- 
] coking tliree-year old. lie is a strapping horse with 
a good stride. He has not yet raced, but last 
week at Lexington he worked five-eighths in 1:05. 
so it seems likely that he will be seen in action 
before long. 

E. R. Bradley lias a superstitious objection to the 
photographing of his horses. At Lexington a day 
or two ago he smilingly refused to sanction the 
taking of a photograph of Bradley’s Choice, with 
which he expects to win the Kentucky Derby, giv- 
ing as a reason for bis refusal that he believed it 
would ruiu the colt’s chances for the Derby and 
other races in which he has been entered. 

The success of H. B. Duryea in France continues, 
on Sunday, at Lougchamps. his good stake horse 
Shannon, by Irish Lad -Census, won the Prix de 
Lutece. a $2,400 race, distance one mile and three- 
eighths. On the same day Mr. Duryea’s Hickory 
finished second for the Prix Rocquart (Produce 
Stakes i. one mile and a half. The Prix Unquart 
was valued at $0,000. Botli horses were ridden by 
M. McGee. 

Martin Nathanson, who lias recently returned to 
Chicago from Charleston, where he served as presid 
ing judge and racing secretary during the winter, 
will go to Montana in July to serve the Butte 
Jockev Club in similar capacities. He probably 
will also officiate at Anaconda. H. I. Wilson, who 
will manage both these meetings, will come east 
early next month to iuterest horsemen in ship- 
ping there. 

All race track records were broken in Germany 
on Eastern Monday, when tbe gate at Karlshovt 
took in $25,000 in admission money alone and the 
official betting machines received and paid out 
$2 <mumi 0 in wagers. The newspapers, far from de 
crying the increase in gambling which the figures 
denote, proudly deduce from them that, nothing is 
bettor designed to destroy the myth that Germans 
are poor or that money is especially tight in these 
regions. 

NOTES OF THE TURE IN OTHER LANDS. 
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It is more than likely that the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines will replace the old-time bookmakers at the 
ihnmiltou Jockey Club this year, if not for the 
spring meeting at least in the fall. This was the 
substance «'f remarks made on ihe subject yesterday 
by Judge Moiick, one of the directors of the local 
Club. The directors have had the matter under con- 
sideration for some time, anil, strongly urged by the 
directors of the Ontario Jockey Club, have just 
about decided to proceed with the installation of 
the “iron men.” It is understood that some of the 
local directors would prefer to continue with the oh 
ot*der of things, but the pressure that is beiu; 
brought to bear on them by the Toronto crowd i 
so strong that it is almost certain to bear results. 
This, and the fact that the bookmakers of the pres- 
en day are not the same class of men who were for- 
merly In the business, and for this reason harder to 
com ml. are the reasons advanced for the probable 
decision to make the change. If the new system is 
installed it will mean that the present betting ring 
will have to tie enlarged to double its present size. 
Work on the local plant lu preparation for the 
spring mooring lias ln-en commenced. No improve- 
ments other than fresh paint, etc., and the possible 
change to the betting ring, will be made to the 
plant this year, as the present accommodation is 
considcn*d adequate enough. It i> the intention of 
the directors of the club, however, to proceed with 
the enlargement of the Jockey Club Hotel, which 
is situated at the southwest corner of the plant. 
The addition to the present building will be put ou 
tin* Barton street side, while a new steam heating 
plant will be installed. The building, when im- 
proved. will give the hotel accommodation for 
t Dirty guests. The improvements are to be completed 
by August 1. — Hamilton Spectator.

Stak* s at five-eighths of a mile. $2,500 added: 
Juvenile Stakes at four and a half furlongs. $1,500 
added, and the two long-established steeplechases, 
the Woodbiuc at about two miles and the Street 
Rail wav at about two and a half miles. 1 «* each 
of whieh $1 5oo is added. These, in connection with 
other events already closed, make a quite remark 
able offering for a meeting of seven days. The e**n 
dit ions of the events now open for nominations are 
published elsewhere in this edition of Daily Racing 
Form and are commended to tlie favorable considera 
tion of owners and trainers.

They covered fifty- 
two and one-half mile in fourteen hours and twenty- 
three minutes, carrying equipment. 

Miss Helen Cudahy, the millionaire’s daughter, 
who went east to learn nursing at the Massachusetts 
General hospital, has decided not to stay. Her 
leasom i* summarized in this remark: “I thought 
traiuiug in a hospital meant taking care of pa 
tients. I find it is three-fourths house-work and 
drudgery.” 

The wedding of Vincent Astor and Helen Dins- 
more Huntington will, in all probability, take place- 
April 30. the date originally set. This was the 
substance of a statement given out yesterday by 
Mrs. Robert P. Huntington. The wedding will he 
much simpler than was originally intended. 

Members of the house of representatives plan to 
present an appropriate gift to Miss Eleanor Wilson 
op the occasion of her marriage to William G. Me- 
Adoo, secretary of the treasury. Some article of 
l>crsonal adornment in the way of jewelry will he 
selected.

Sir Thomas Liptou and William P. Burton. Bri- 
tish amateur yachtsman, who is to sail the Upton 
challenger for the America's cup, expressed satis- 
faction with the Shamrock IV.. which they care- 
fully examined during a week end trip to Charles 
E. Nicholson’s yard at Gosport. Sir Thomas. <*n 
his return to London yesterday, said: “'The Sham 

rock IV. looked every hit what she was intended 
to he — a sure cun lifter.” 

Felicitous messages from many of the sovereigns 
of Europe were received by King Charles of Rou- 
inauia yesterday on tlie occasion of the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of Ills birth. The king was born April 
2<L and belongs to the non-reigning branch 

of the Hohenzolleriis. He was elected to the throne 
of Roumauia in 1K66. at the age of 27 years. Three 
years later lie married Princess Elizabeth, daughter 
of the late Prince Hermann of Wied. 

Tl»e publication of the text of the new treaty 
with Colombia, by which Colombia is to receive 
$25. 000. 0i>0. free passage for her warships through 
the Panama canal and other substantial concessions, 
has raised a * storm in Congress that is likely to 
rival iu intensity the tolls exemption controversy. 
The criticism of members of the Senate and House 
is directed chiefly at the clause which is quite gen- 
erally construed here as an ajadogv by the United 
States to Colombia for the incidents which resulted 
in the establishment of the Republic of Panama. 

Juarez. Mex.. April 20. — Orders for an imme- 
diate renewal of the rebel attack on 'Tampico, with 
the purpose of capturing the town at the earliest 
possible moment, have been issued. 'Hie desirability 
of speed said to have beeu emphasized iu the order 
has given rise to rumors that when the American 
warships start to enforce President Wilson’s orders 
they will find, not federal*, hut friendly rebels 
in possession. 

Washington. I). C\. April 20. — Armed action by 
the 1 nited States against that part of Mexico con- 
trolled by tlie Huerta government was authorized this 
afternoon by Congress. The pacific policy* of the Wil- 
son administration toward the Mexican dictator was 
administration toward the Mexican dictator was 
abandoned last night at six o’clock, when the pres- 
ident’s ultimatum expired with Huerta still flatly 
refusing to <*ouiHy with the unconditional demand 
that he salute the sturs and stripes iu reparation 
for tin* arrest of American bluejackets at Tampico. 
The Mexican foreign minister. Senor Portillo y 
Rojas, announced that it would lie impossible to 
agree to the demand of the United States that the 
llag of that country he unemiditionally saluted. 
Itecause that flag was not insulted, because it was 
not flying from the launch aud because tlie marines 
were set free even before an investigation, ami 
that the officer responsible for the arrests was him 
self arrested and held for trial. The foreign minis- 
ter further annoum-ed that the Mexican government 
would agree that liotb flags be saluted, the American 
flag first and then the Mexican flag, this arrangement 
to lie made by a protm-ol signed by the American 
• barge d'affairs. Nelson O’Sbatighnessy. aud the 
Mexican foreign minister. The United States gov- 
ernment. Senor Portillo declared, bad refused per- 
mission to Charge O’Shaughness.v to sign such a 
protoeol and demanded an unconditional salute by 
MexliNi. which Mexico felt was incompatible with 



its dignity. In conclusion the foreign minister 
said: “Mexico has yielded as much as its dignity 
will permit. Mexico trusts to the fair-mindedness 
and the spirit of justice of the American people.” 
'Through the local newspapers warning was given 
by the foreign minister, acting for President Huerta, 
to the Mexican people to refrain from any demoustra 
tion or overt ad against Americans resident iu 
Mexico. Attention was called to the possibility 
that the controversy between the United States and 
Mexico may yet be adjusted. Huerta displayed 
comparative indifference to the crisis. He passed 
several hours Sunday evening listening to the 
military baud playing iu Chapultepec Park. All 
American consuls in Mexico were notified by Charge 
d’ A (Tail s O’Shaughnessy to call to the attention of 
American citizens there the warning issued from 
Washington that they should leave that country. 
'The charge took this action by order of the Amer- 
ican state department. As a result of the reiteration 
of the warning it is expected that there immediately 
will be a rush of Americans from that city and other 
interior points to the coast. Some will remain, 
however, choosing to risk their lives rather than 
a I tan don their fortunes. 'The American aeroplane 
fil'd i* ready for any emergency. War department 
officials admit that plans of the army war college 
contemplate wide utilization of this new* arm of the 
service in case of hostilities in Mexico. Within a 
few hours the main division of the aeroplane fleet 
can be doing scout duty in northern Mexico because 
most of the machines now are concentrated at 
San Diego, t’al. Steps already have lieen taken 
to transfer these aeroplanes and their aviators to 
border cities or to seaports, whence they may lie 
trans-orted to Mexican ports. The Second Division 
of the United States army, at Houston. Tex., on 
a practice march. Iiegan a hurried movement hack 
to Texas t’itv and Galveston on orders received 
from Washington at three o’clock in the morning. 
The Fifth Brigade of the division was rushed atxmrd 
troop trains, hut the remainder of the big army 
unit, nearly 10.90n men in all. was ordered to make 

the six tv -mile hike hack to the coast on foot. Plans 

were made for the Fifth Brigade, numbering about 
3.990 men to go aboard transports, although it was 

said no sailing orders bail been received. It is 

thought these troops will be used for the occupation 
of Vera t’ruz and Tampico if it should he necessary 
to seize 1 1 iy >» • ports. The plan was to have the 
FifUe'-Brigade men ready for sailing by Tuesday 
morning in case a troop movement should lie or 
dered. Major-General Wood will be ordered to 
Texas Citv. Tex., to take command of the entire 
American force for the- Mexican campaign. Under 
the authority of congress President Wilson will use 
the army aiid navy against Mexico and will issue 
two proclamations to provide for a “hostile” 
blockade, the plan for a “pacific” one having been 
abandoned. Yale students to the number of 2.600 
made a demonstration in favor of war with Mexico: 
former President 3'aft addressed them. Carranza 
ami Villa <*ouferred at Chihuahua on the Tampico 
incident. 'The Mexican reltel and federal armies, 
if tliev combine in the event of United States in- 
vasion'. will total 125.000 men. Patriotic demon- 
strations occurred on iipjier Broadway. New York, 
Sunday night when crowds in front of the bulletin 
Itoards read the news that the Mexican situation 
had reached a climax and that reprisals by this 
country for Huerta’s refusal to salute the flag 
would follow. People gathered by the thousands 
iu front of each newspa|>er office and every fresh 
announcement was greeted by outbursts of cheers, 
while the news of Huerta’s defiance was hissed. 

Tlie beligercnt blockade of Mexican ports, accord 
ing to present calculations, will begin at 4 o’clock 
W« dnesday afternoon, when the United States battle- 
ship th-et will arrive off Tampico.

even amidst the distressing conditions now unhappily 
obtaining in Mexico. There can, in what we do. be 
no thought of aggression or of selfish aggrandize- 
ment. We seek to maintain the dignity and author- 
ity of the United States only because we wish 
always to keep our great influence unimpaired for 
the uses of liberty, both in the United States ami 
wherever else it may be employed for the benefit of 
mankind.” Immediately after the president finished 
his message the joint session was dissolved and a
